1. ilo change has been observed in tue organization and number of civisions of 
; the Sovict Occupation Porces in Zurope wo to the sumer of 11. After the 
k exchange of personnel in June and early July, the actual strength of Soviet 
Aray combat units increased by about 12 pereent. The last of the 1927 class 
has been repatriated for demobilization under the exchange prorran. 


2. The erficiency of the Sovict Airforce has been increased by the sssignment 
or jet Pighters and jet bombers to air units ond by the establisiiment of a 
dense network of modern airficlds ond a syston of rader sets covering the 
Soviet Tone. Air training encompasses activity ranging fron individual flights 
up to formation flying, bad wather flying, ard night flying. 


3. The majority of Goviet Army combat units are training at conpany and battalion 
level in summer canps. Certain brancheof-service units were being rotated 
to special training sites. Four river-crossing exercises, involving units 
of varlous ames with heavy bricre-bullding equipment, have been held between 
Dessau and ‘ttenberge on the Elbe River since May 1951. 


. No extraordinary concentration of troops or stockpiling of sunplics has been 
observed, 


5. Apart fron an incroase in porsonuel strength » re~equipnent of air units with 
jet aircratt, improvement of motor vehicle equinmont, and the heavicr occupation 
of the letzling Heath area in the course of the last year, the present over 
all situation corresponds to that of the summer of 1950. The Soviet Occupa~ 
tion Porces in Germany are still ready for combat employment on short notice.

6. After the oxchange of personel in Jui and early July 1951, the strength 
of the 22 combat divisions, two artillery divisions, nine AA divisions, 
CQ troops, and rear services of the CCiG inercased from about 290,000 to 
325,000.

7o During dune and the first half of duly, a total. of 70,000 recruits arrived in 
the Soviet. Zone aboard 53 trains, while 30,000 to 35,000 dischargees left

&. The following special exercises have talen place at troop training grounds: 
engineer exercises of the Oth Guards Army took place in the Aken area up to. 
27 Julys engineer exercises of the 2nd and th Guards Mechanized Armies have 
been held in the area south of Tangemmuende since mid-July; parachute exercises 
of infantry units of the 39th Guards Motorized Rifle Division were held bétween 
the Altenburg and Dresden-Klotzsche Airficlds in late June and early July. 
Units at the ‘ustrow AAA Range in mid-July included elements of three AAA 
divisions of the GOFG and six AAA divisions of the armies.

9. The 2th Air Army is organized as follows: ‘two fighter corps, é€ach of three 
divisions with 700 aircraft including 650 NIG-15tg 3 one bomber corps of two division: 
with 250 aircraft, including 120 type27 jets; one GA corps of two divisions 
with 350 IL-10's, Pi=2's, and TU-2's, and two alr transport régiments with 
60 LIe2 transports, Air units are at full personnel strength. An estimated 
33,000 men are assigned to the 2th Air Army. : 


10. Of the airfields in the Soviet Zone » 20 have rumwvays exceeding 2,000 neters, 
While five are being provided with new runways which will probably be completed 
by 1 September 1951, Three of them will be longer than 2,500 meters and thus 
suited for aircraft heavier than those stationed in the Soviet Zone at present. 
The airfields for jet fighters and jet-bombers are provided with bad weather — 
and night landing facilities, 


lio Information that the bomber regiments at Costbus and Finsterwalde, equipped 
with obsolescent aircraft, have reduced their flying activity and sent some 
bomber crews on furlough to the USSR indicates that these units may soon be 


reeequipped with modern aircraft. 


12. It appears that the Russians intend to decentralize the fuel Supply for air~ 
fields, which has to date been almost exclusively furnished from the fuel 
depot at Velten. The airfield fuel installations and large fuel depots contain 
enough fuel for several days? operations. 
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
